CHAPTER XXXTX.

An Act to amend an Act to ewccute the Trust created by
an Act of Congress, entitled “ An Act making a
Grant of Land ’;o the derritory of Minnesola in al-
lernate sections, to aid in the construction of certain
Leailroads in said Territory, and granting public
landsz in alternate sections to the State of Alabama, to
aid in tha construction of a certain Railroad in said
State)” and granting certain lands to Railroad Com-
panies therein named.

BroTiox 1. Ampendmant to Sectlonfaix, Chapter three, of the'Eepion Lavws, Extra Ses-
slon, 1857, relating to a’change in tho line of Rallrcad.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnessia :

Seorror 1. That Section six {6), of Chapter three (8}, of
an Act to execate the Trust created by an Act of Congress,
entitled An Act making a grant of land to the Territory of
Minnesota, in alternate sections, to aid in tho constructicn
of certain railroads in said Territory, and granting public
lands, in alternate sections, to the State of Alabama, to aid
in the comstruction ¢f 2 certain railroad in said State, and
granting certain lands to Railroad Companies therein
named, be and the same is hereby amended so a8 to read as
followa:

Rontect aalloed  Spg, §, The Minneapolis and Cedar Valley Railroad Com-
pany is hereby authorized to survey, locate, construct, com-
plete and perpetually to have, use, maintain and operate
with one or more tracks, a railroad from Minneapolis, in the
direction of Faribault, to a point of junction with tho afore-
said railroad from St. Paul to ihe southern boundary of the
Territory of Minnesots, in the direction of the month of the
Big Sicux River; thence from the said junction or crossing,
via. Faribault, to the south line of the Territory of Minne-
gota, west of range sixteen (16), and for that purpose shall
have, possess and enjoy, the same rights and privileges,
franchises and immunities with reference to the aaid route,
or any Railroad to be constructed thereon as it possesges and
epjoys, or shall possess and enjoy ir referemce to the road,
described in the Act of incorporation of said Company, and
all the lands, rights, privileges, powers and interests
granted to and conferred upon the Territory of Minnesots,
in and by virtue of eaid Act of Congress, approved March
third, eighteen hundred and fifty-seven, entitled “An Act
making a grant of lands to the Territory of Minnesota, in
alternate sections, to aid in the construction of. certain rail-
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roads in said Territory, and granting lands to the State of

Alabama, to aid in the comnstruction of a certain railroad in

said State,” applicable to the said road or route—shall b Grentofilands
and are hereby disposed of, granted and conferred to and '
upon the said Minneapolis and Cedar Valley Railroad Com-

pany, subject to the terms, conditions and provisions therein-

after got forth, and of the said Act of Congress; and the whole

of said railroad hereby authorized to be constructed by the

said Minneapolis and Cedar Valley Railroad Company, shall

be completed within ten years from the third day of March,

A, D. eighteen hundred and fifty-seven, and the said Gom-

pany shall never set up the defence of any usury in any

contract whatever.
